Other 
educational institutions would re- 
open later if there were no distur- 
bances in the towns in which classes 
had resumed.

The EDF closed all Palestinian 
schools in the West Bank four 
months ago. There are an estimated 
300,000 pupils in the West Bank. 


The IDF last night declared the

EIN HATZEVA - The driver of 
the truck that overturned near 
here early yesterday moming. 
sending an orange cloud of poi- 
sonous bromine gas into the sky 
over the Arava. said before he 
died that the accident occurred 
because he fell asleep at the 

wheel. 

The cloud of gas formed by the 
evaporating bromine. which had a 
diameter of some 10 kilometres later 
in the morning, forced scores of resi- 
dents of the moshavim of Idan and 
Hatzeva to leave their homes for 
several hours. Negev police closed 
off the road for the day. re-directing 
traffic on the Sdom-Eilat road 
through Mitzpe Ramon. The road 
was re-opened last night. 


According to a senior member of 


the Dead Sea Works rescue crew, 
the driver, Yisrael Taib, 32. of Di- 
mona, was trapped when his flat- 
bed truck flipped over on its side at 
about 5:15 a.m. after rounding a 


bend some 20 kilometres south of 


the Arava junction. 

Eight people were injured as a 
result of the accident. most of them 
rescue workers who tried frantically 
but in vain to extricate Taib, who 
was crushed by the steering wheel 
and the engine block in the mangled 
cabin.

Escaped bromine difficult to control 


By JUDY SIEGEL 

Bromine is a very dense, non- 
metallic element used to make 
compounds for insect sprays and 
photographic film and to raise 
the octane level of petrol. It is 
particularly difficult to control 
once it is released into the air and 


turns into a gas. 

Since it is heavier than air, it 
does not easily dissipate into the 
atmosphere and thus become 
harmless. Instead, it stays close 
to the ground and can only be 
neutralized by being forced to re- 
act with ammonia gas. 


conscious Taib an oxygen mask. and 
he used up two cylinders of it before 
succumbing to the fumes and his 
injuries. 

Yitzhak Cohen, a truck driver 
who arrived on the scene shortly 
after the accident. later described 
the first desperate attempts by pass- 
ers-by to save Taib. 

“Tsaw a yellow-orange cloud, and 
knew right away it was bromine,” he 
told an Itim reporter. “Two drivers 
shouted to me that the driver was 
trapped and was calling for water. 
Soon several people arrived and be- 


dead shortly after 8 a.m. His body 
was only removed after 12 noon. 
when a buge crane righted the over- 
turned truck. 

IDF and the Dead Sea Works he- 
licopters evacuated the injured res- 
cue workers to Soroka Hospital in 
Beersheba and to the infirmary at 
the Dead Sea Works. 

A safety expert from a major in- 
dustrial concern in the Negev told 
The Jerusalem Post that the bromine 
had apparently been packed accord-

highlighted the need for more care- 
ful monitoring of the transportation 
of dangerous chemicals. 

The expert. who sits on a national 
safety committee, told The Post that 
repeated efforts over the years to 
have “black boxes” installed in the 
cubins of trucks carrying dangerous 
materials had been thwarted by 
trucking officials. The expert, who 
asked not to be identified. conceded 
that the black boxes wouldn't have 
prevented yesterday's accident, but 
would told safety officials how fast 
the driver was travelling and how 
many hours he had been working. 

The muck. on its way from the 
Dead Seu Bromine plant south of 
Beersheba to the port in Eilat, was 
carrying two containers with over 20 
tons of liquid bromine in glass bot- 
tes. Experts from the Dead Sea 
Works (the parent company of 
Dead Sea Bromine). which pro- 
duces the bromine. estimated that 
only 10 per cent of the bottles. 
packed in wooden boxes filled with 
vermiculite, an absorbent packing 
materia], were broken in the 
accident. 

They said it was the first accident 
ever in Israel involving bromine, a 
deep rust-coloured liquid used in in- 
dustry, agriculture and medicine. 
The bromine evaporated quickly in 
the desert heat. Bromine’s boiling 
point is 59 degrees Centigrade.

RECENT research indicates that a 
considerable number of Likud sup- 
porters -- as many as 15 mandates 
worth — is potential swing-vote ma- 
terial, Elmakais.contends.

They see a Likud finance minister, a 
Likud premier, and they'll tell you — 
it was the Likud. 

“Labour's leadership has to ham- 
mer this message in: We got out of 
Lebanon, we knocked down infla- 
tion in the two years that Shimon 
Peres was prime minister. 

“Yf you hammer away with this 
message, that Peres was an effective 


prime minister and these things got 
done under Labour, it could shut ἃ 
number of mouths and open a num- 
ber of minds. 

“Remember, though, that many 
people, especially Sephardim, want 
to have a leader they can believe in. 
Yitzhak Rabin, seen as a strong fig- 
ure, has to speak two sentences to 
them, and clearly: ‘Today, we're let- 
ting them have it, and how, until the 
current unrest is under control. Af- 
terwards, if we give back certain 
areas, I, the former chief of staff, 
personally will guarantee that you 
will be able to sleep in peace.’ 

“In Yeroham, when I talk about 
these issues, people are stunned.

ORR DOES NOT dismiss the strategic importance of the 
territories, but believes that the principle of not allowing a 
foreign army to cross the Jordan river, along with adequate 
aerial and electronic surveillance facilities, should provide 
Israel with adequate protection. 

‘He rails against a recent statement by former UN Ambas- 
sador Binyamin Netanyahu who spoke of the danger of a 
shoulder-held, anti-aircraft missile being levelled against air- 
planes near Ben-Gurion airport: “What's preventing the 
Arabs from doing that now? The control of weapons inside 
the territories is on the Jordan River, not elsewhere.” 

Gaza, on the other hand, “has πὸ strategic importance 
whatsoever,” Orr says, “except the fact that in the absence of 
peace, it is a source of teyror.™ 

Orr spent four years in the IDF Centrai Command, first as 
chief of the Command staff and then as its commander. The 
intifada, he says, did not surprise him; “it could have come a 
year earlier or two years jater.”” Central Command officers, 
he adds, were constantly concerned about the fact that only 
two battalions were stationed in the entire West Bank. 

If Likud blocks every opportunity for peace and the cur- 
rent government is anwilling to go for an ioternational con- 
ference — of which Orr says that Israel is strong enough to put 
its foot down if unacceptable solutions are proposed — “what 
‘remains for the Palestinians except throwing stones?” 

A ing Labour government, on the other hand, 
might spur the Palestinians — many of whom, Orr believes, 
are ready to accept a pragmatic sotution — ta press the PLO to 
adopt ἃ more moderate stand. “Right now the only pressure 
on Arafat is from the Syrian-backed extremists.” 

Since leaving the IDF, Orr has been courted by political 


τ patties “ἕγοπι the centre leftwards.” He speaks openly of 


seeking negotiations with the PLO, but not of a Palestinian 
state, preferring a Jordanian-Palestinian confederation, al- 
though he adheres to the pre-condition of the organization's 
acceptance of Israel's existence. 

“These are not just semantics. The PLO must make a 
gesture. If they are so uncompromising now, when they are 


weak, how will they behave when they are stronger?” But 
later in the interview he says: “let them come and say that 
they want to discuss a cease-fire with us. That is recognition 
enough for me. : 

“The Palestinians have made more mistakes than we 
have,” Orr says. If Yasser Arafat had joined the Camp David 
bandwagon. he believes, “he would have had a Palestinian 
state today. If they were to say, ‘come on, let's talk’ they 
would achieve quite a Jot.” 


ORR IS UNDETERRED by his lack of political experience. 
“What I don’t know I will learn.” He disclaims any political 
aspirations, saying that his current commitment to Labour 
efforts is in force ‘‘uoti] the elections are over.” After the 
November ballot, Orr sees himself assuming a managerial 
role in the economic-industriaJ field “where the real activity 
goes on.” 

He claims no special privileges in politics for ex-IDF 
generals. But, he says, bearing in mind the agenda of the 
forthcoming elections, there is some significance to the words 
of someone who has acquired the relevant knowledge. “I 
want to do everything in my power to prevent the Likud 
reaching power. They spread empty slogans, and have no 
conception of the process of government.” 

Orr dismisses contentions that the Likud line-up is more 
“attractive” than Labour’s. “The elections are being held 
now, not in the 1990s. We are choosing between the Peres- 
Rabin combination and the Shamir-Levy one. During Peres's 
two years as prime minister, we left Lebanon and carried out 
the economic recovery. Rabin cut almost $600 million dollars 
from the defence budget, and reorganized the defence indus- 
tries. There is 90 comparison.” 

In any case, Orr shows nothing but disdain for the bright 
young stars of the Likud. He describes them as ‘a bunch of 
clever lawyers with a knack for public relations. This does not 
constitute ἃ national Jeadership.” 

Orr will spend the next few months making hundreds of 
political a , During his career, he has kad literally 
hundreds of thousands of soldiers under his command, some 
of whom may decide to vote Labour if only because of their 
favourable memories of him. There will be a close fight 
between the big parties for the ballots of the middle-of-the 
road floating voters, and Labour officials hope Orr and Ben- 
Gal will be able to make a significant contribution. The 
coming months in the unfamiliar terrain of politics may yet 
smite Orr with the political bug, and some Labour sources do 
not rule out the possibility that he will be offered a high-level 
government position should Labour win the elections.

Belief in the 
final triumph 
of rationality 


FROM HIS top-floor office in Ash- 
dod's city hall, Mayor Arye Azulai 
can look out on the nation sliding 
towards its destiny with more de- 
tachment than almost any other 
elected official in the country. 
The Arab Question lies some- 
where beyond the horizon pre- 
scribed by the Mediterranean lap- 
‘ping at the city's beaches. the 
thriving industrial areas in the 
northern part of Ashdod, the hand- 
some villas to the south, and the 
orchards to the east.

They have persuaded most of the 
people that the Arabs don’t want 
peace -- that they want Jaffa and 
Haifa. People like to dream if they 
can. Most believe that peace with 
the Arabs is utopian. They say "Why 
should we offer concessions for 
something that isn’t realistic?” “ 

This attitude will change, Azulai 
is convinced, when there is a practi- 
cal peace option on the table. “I 
don’t know one Jew here who isn’t 
sensitive to the demographic issue. 
They want a Jewish state, not a bi- 
national state, and they're not think- 
ing in terms of transfer or such solu- 
tions. The nation is dying for peace, 
for some real proposal it can grab.” 

Azulai acknowledges that it will 
not be easy to convince a majority of 
the electorate of such a proposal's 
authenticity when it is indeed ta- 
bled. “They say that the Jordanian 
Positions are just tactical and that 
you can't trust the Arabs. But the 
Arabs say tae same about Israel.

Convinced though he may be of 
the eventual triumph of “rationali- 
ty.” Azulai expresses no certainty 
that it will occur in the coming elec- 
tions, which he sees as the most 
fateful in Israel's history. ‘’Thete are 
too many unknowns. It's not clear 
what the situation will be in the ter- 
ritories and what the impact will be 
on the public's consciousness. It's 
not clear either what the economic 
situation will be in half a year.” 


While the question of the territo- 
ries will be the central issue in the 
campaign, economics may well be 
the central factor in the election re- 
sults. For all the sensitivity about 
the political issue." says Azulai, “‘in 
the end the voter in Ashdod will be 
influenced by his socio-economic 
status and his feeling of security or 
insecurity.” 

A sense of economic well-being is 
likely be attributed by the electorate

Unrepentant poet 


The Post's Yehuda Litani has selected several excerpts from columns by 
Palestinian poet Mahmoud Darwish that appeared in the weekly Αἱ Yom 
Assabeh, published in Paris. Darwish answers his critics in Israel, who charged 
that his recent poem, ‘Those Who Pass Between Fleeting Words,” calls for 
the disappearance of the Jewish state.

But he realized this was not 
sufficient to bridge the gap. 

“If we can’t reopen soon then we 
will be talking about a “lost genera- 
tion,” πῆς Banh ‘be delin- 

ency, bitterness and depression. 
The authorities think that by closing 
‘Palestinian schools they are helping 
their security. But they are doing 
exactly the opposite. 

“I see the kids looking angry and 
fed up, reduced to selling things in 
the street. And the ones who were 
due to take their matriculation don’t 
know what will happen to them. 
Once the future looked bright. Now 
it’s all unsure.” 


ISRAELI educationalists 
are also becoming concerned 
about the situation both in the terzi- 
tories and in Jerusalem. Yitzhak 
Welber, secretary-general of the 
Histadrut Teachers Union, to which 
many of the capital’s Arab teachers 
belong, said the children were 
“caught up in a political game.” 

Tt was time, he added for Israeli 
and Palestinian teachers to unite for 
the good of their younger 
generations, 

Hebrew University educationalist 
Haim Adler described the closing of 
schools ‘as “crazy.” He went on:“It 
is not good for anyone. Not for soci-

The bur- 
den to convince the High Court jus- 
tices that the Interior Ministry has _ 
misinterpreted its authority rests 
squarely on Awad’s lawyers since 
the interior minister is generally al- 
lowed much discretion on such 
matters. 


There are Jews in Jerusalem who i+;

The questions still -have no an- 
swers, and both Liron and Aviya 
Sonesta owner Eli Paposhado have 
been in touch with Israeli officials to 
find out what arrangements can be 
made to assure them continued 
management of their facilities. Pa- 
poshado has refused to comment on 
his hotel or its future, pending the 
outcome of the arbitration and the 
current diplomatic moves surround- 
ing it. 

THE SONESTA, a mere shell when 
the Egyptian-Israeli peace treaty 
was signed, opened its doors to the 
public in November 1982. Valued at 
some $40 million, it is owned 
Paposhado’s Red Sea Hotels com- 
pany, which also controls 50 per 
cent of the Sonesta Hotel in Jerusa- 
tem and a quarter of a new hotel 
being built at the Dead Sea. 

In January the company fipated a 
public share issue, but the uncertain 
future of its main asset, the Aviya 
Sonesta, has apparently hampered 
buying of shares. Paposhado re- 
mains the company’s dominant 
share-holder. 

The ultimate future of both the 
hotel and the holiday village may 
well be decided by their Israeli clien- 
tel, whose decision to stay away or 
keep coming may determine their 
commercial fate under possible 
Egyptian sovereignty. 

The guests last weekend seemed 
willing to keep frequenting their old 
haunts even under Egyptian rule, as 
long as the facilities preserved their 
familiar atmosphere and service. 

“If everything will be the same, 
and the area will only be formally 
under an Egyptian flag, why not 
come back?” said Malka Kapitui- 


nik, a chemist at Yoseftal Hospital 
in Eilat who sat with her husband in 
‘Nelson's pub. “We love this place, 
we grew up here. On the other 
hand, if instead of these Hebrew 
tunes we have an Egyptian behind 
the bar playing songs of Umm 
Kulthoum ... forget it.” 

At the hotel, two couples said a 
transfer to Egyptian sovereignty 
would deter them. “We won't 
come,” said one woman at the pool 
with her husband. “After what hap- 
pened at Ras Burka, I don't know. 
If the Egyptians get dominant own- 
ership and contro! of the hotel the 
atmosphere will be completety dif- 
ferent, they have a different mental- 
ity. We already cross a psychological 
barrier when we pass the checkpoint 
at the entrance to this area. 

MK Geula Cohen was also at the 
hotel, vacationing with the family of 
her son, Tzachi Hanegbi, who him- 
self Jed diehard protesters at Yamit 
in resistance to the withdrawal from 
Sinai. She voiced a dominant senti- 
ment here: denial and repression of 
the future. ““Fhey won't give it 
back,” she said with faith. “If they 
do, I won't come back... only to 
fight.” 

Taba is only a tiny sliver of the 
Sinai, a taste of the majestic coast- 
line that stretches for miles south of 
the border. But it is a small jewel, 
and its drawing power is likely to 
continue bringing in Israelis if the 
fiavour of the place remains the 
same, even under a different flag. 

“I come 
here twice a year with my family,” 
said a man at the pool. “It would be 
a crying shame not to be able to 
come here again.”

The battle lines at the country’s only 


tyre manufacturer are clear: Management blames - 
high labour costs while the workers say __ 
management has to share the responsibility. 
Jonathan Karp reports from Hadera. 


BEFORE THEY NOTICED a re- 
porter standing near the door of the 
works committee office on Wednes- 
day, about 20 Alliance Tyre and 
Rubber Co. workers had been de- 
bating heatedly whether to escalate 
their activities and possibly use vio- 
lence to attract attention to their 
plight. 

Earlier that morning, they had set 
tyres ablaze outside the factory 
grounds for the second consecutive 
day, and despite news of progress in 
negotiations with the Histadrut, the 
factory was still closed and the 
workers were clearly growing 
impatient. 

“We are like an amny.” said 
Moshe Biton, one of the organizers, 
and therefore one of the command- 
ers. “We are in battle, but we don’t 
have any battle rations.” 

To get such rations, some repre- 
sentatives were sent into Hadera to 
apply for demonstration permits 
from the police, and the argument 
died down. 

The idea of another massive mo- 
torcade through the town apparent- 
ly satisfied some workers. But oth- 
ers were thinking of boldez action — 
a dawn march against Koor head- 
quarters in Tel Aviv. What better 
way to protest against last week’s 
unprecedented step of putting a His- 
tadrut-owned company into 
receivership? :

THE VAST MAJORITY, if not 
all, of Alliance’s 1,020 employees 
share Leinchisky’s anxieties as the 
closure of the country’s only tyre 
manufacturing plant enters its sec- 
ond week today. 

The battle-lines of the dispute are 
clear. Koor officials say that heavy 
losses due to labour costs forced 
them to turn to the state-appointed 
receiver. The workers maintain that 
if there are losses, which they doubt, 
the management is responsible and 
should pay. 

But the precise facts of the dis- 
pute hardly matter to the workers, 
who have been deeply suspicious of 
the ent since Koor took 
over in 1983 to save jobs, and then 
dismissed several hundred workers. 

“There is no humar relationship 


between the management and the 
workers,” complains Avraham 
Amar, 43, from Givat Olga. “They 
milk us like a cow, and now that we 
don’t have milk, theyre looking for 
our blood.” 

‘The management's current recov- 
ery programme entails laying off an- 
other 250 employees and, like so 
many of his workmates, Amar is 
having to come to grips with his 
worst fears about unemployment. 

“The management is new in the 
factory. They are not as sensitive to 
the place as the workers,” Lein- 
chisky asserts, saying it is unaccept- 
able for one side to suffer while the 
other side benefits. 

Management, incidentally, uses 
the same argument to lower wages 
and reduce benefits for the workers. 

_ Although other workers romanti- 
cize their ties to Alliance, Lein- 
chisky gives a very factual account 
of what he calls his 25-year contribu- 
tion to the company.

At university he studied 
French, Latin and history and start- 
ed his teaching career at a Jewish 
school in Breslau. In 1927, he mar- 
ried the. former Meta David, of 
Hamburg. 

His connection with Jawne start- 
ed in 1929, following the death of its 
founder, Rabbi Emanuel Carle- 
bach. The board had to choose be- 
tween four applicants, including a 
professor. They decided on the 28- 
year-old teacher, whom they 
thought would cost them less than 
the others. 

Klibansky threw himself heart 
and soul into his new job. With the 
advent of the Nazis in 1559, children

FORTY YEARS after the Declaration of Independence 

which committed the Jewish State to equality of social and 

political rights for all its inhabitants — regardless of national 

group, religion or sex -- the country’s minority Arab com- 

munity continues to suffer from deprivation and 
tion. 

This is the finding of a recently completed research, 
sponsored by the International Centre for Peace in the 
Middle East, into The Condition and Status of the Arabs in 
Israel. 

The study, funded by a Ford Foundation grant, investi- 
gated four specific areas: health care, social and welfare 
services, local government, and the legal status of Israeli 
Arabs. 

The Jewish-Arab research team, uader the direction of 
Prof. Henry Rosenfeld of Haifa University, found that 
although they are equal in theory, Israeli Arabs are second 
class citizens in practice. 

The survey into social welfare services produced what 
the researchers described as “startling and alarming 


results.” 

The research in this field revealed that, since the mid 
1980's the incomes of over 40 per cent of Arab households 
fell below the poverty line. This affected many aspects of 
their lives, including housing, health and nutrition. 

The survey noted that the decline in buying power of 
child allowances and other allocations, which had been 
eaten away by inflation, had affected both the Arab and 
Jewish poor. The steps taken by the National Insurance 
Institute to compensate for the erosion, however, had 
favoured Jewish lar πορ over their Arab fellow-citizens. 

According to rt, housing lems amon; 
Israeli Arabs became aoe acute i 1970's τ 
1980's. The number of large Arab families with five or more 
children living in extremely crowded conditions rose from 
.22,100 in 1970 to 24,800 in the mid-1980's, while the num- 
bet of Jewish families in this category dropped from 33.200 


to or ae 

Gverall, (taking into account families of all sizes) 26.4 
per cent of Arab families were found to live in highly 
overcrowded conditions, compared to 1.1 per cent of Jew- 
ish families. Against this, 17.5 per cent of Arab families had 
spacious accommodation, compared to 57.9 per cent among 
the Jews. 

The researchers noted that overcrowding was only one 
of the problems relating to housing in the Arab sector. 
Another major factor was the physical state of the build- 
ings. The report found that 22 per cent of Arab homes were 
built prior to 1948 and the vast majority of these had 
structural flaws which ander normal circumstances would 
have rendered them unfit for human habitation. 

During the course of their investigations, the research- 
ers said they had discovered that many families lived in 
homes with one or more serious defects, including no 
electricity and or running water. A large proportion of

houses lacked basic facilities such as toilets, showers or 
baths, kitchens or even kitchenettes. 

In Lod, where a field study was conducted, investiga- 
tions revealed Arab families living in shacks and huts in 
orchards surrounding the town and sear the railway station, 
Furthermore, the researchers noted that the vast majority 


of Arab villages had severe sanitation problems caused by 
inadequate or, in may cases, non-existant sewerage 
networks. 

The report stated that contrary to official a 
ments, many of these problems were the direct result of 
Zovernment policy which deliberatel discriminates against 
Arabs. There were no housing projects for the Arab popu- 
lation, the amount of mortgage assistance available to Arab 
households was minimal, while land available for housing 
construction was extremely limited and master-plans for 
Arab towns and villages were still awaiting approval. Nei- 
ther were Arab neighbourhoods included in Project Re- 
newal, despite the fact that over 60 per cent of the project's 
budget was picked up by the government.

The report also looked into employment prospects for |

Although as- 
tronomers do not know how many 
galaxies exist in the universe, they 
have discovered millions and sus- 
pect there might be billions. So what 
is so special about MCGO6-45? 

“This galaxy is important because 
‘it's close — it's close enough to tell us 
many things, which can be useful in 
learning about the entire universe,” 
says Sarah Beck. “For example, the 
total mass of the universe is mea- 
sured by projections based on the

MCGO6-445 is part of the Milky 
Way's local group of about 20 galax- 
ies -- and the first close galaxy dis- 
covered in 20 years. Although the 
exact distance from the Milky Way

The story of MCGO6-45's discov- 
ery is 2 testament to international 
scientific cooperation.

What is tragic about the current status quo is that 
Israel has no real peace option with Syria. The 
conventional wisdom of most Syria-watchers is that 


Damascus is at the most only willing to give Israel a 
non-belligerency agreement in exchange for the 
entire Golan Heights. If a real peace ὁρίου with 
Syria existed, and was shunted asidé by Israeli 
short-sightedness, then the supposed fisfus analogy

One could maintain that the failure of the cur- 
rent peace initiatives might pave the road to a 
coming war by affecting Arab parties other than 

the expected war-initiator, Syria. Jordan, it may be 


argued, would be more prone to join the Syrians in. 


an eastern front coalition if the peace process be- 
came frozen. But given Syria's declared goal of 
strategic parity with Israel, a Jordanian military 
partner, while preferable, is not a necessary condi- 
tion for starting a war. 

Alternatively, it could be ed that Egypt, 
after an extended freeze er game process, 
would try to get out of its peace treaty obligations 
with Israel, and become a military rival again. 
Egypt, however, has succeeded in exploiting anoth- 
er conflict, the Gulf War, to regain both its position 
in the Arab world and the flow of petrodollar aid 
for the military assistance it is giving to the Arab 
Gulf states. 

Once that war comes to an end, continuing 
Arab-Persian tensions should give the Egyptians a 
Tole in these countries. Moreover, if Egypt has 
little to gain in terms of its diplomatic status and 
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War scare rhetoric 


Arab aid beyond what it has already achieved in the 
Gulf, it has everything to lose by throwing its peace 
treaty with Israel in the trash can -- namely its multi- 
billion dollar subsidy every year from Washington 
that the Arab world cannot afford to replace in the 
foreseeable future. 

Thus, the causative relationship between the 
peace process and war prevention is overstated. 
‘What may have been possible in the early 1970s is 
not applicable today, as long as Syria elects to stay 
out of the peace process. This shguld not lead 
Israelis into complacency either; wars may break 
out in this unstable region with or without a peace 


The point here is not to deny any connection 
between the West Bank and Gaza on the one hand 
and the rest of the Arab World on the other. 
Certainly were the IDF to lose control of the 
situation in the territories, extensive disturbances 
over time could erode Israel's deterrent posture 
and move Arab populaces to call for intervention 
against the better judgement of their regimes. But 
preg is not even remotely close to the situation 

γ. 

There are sufficient reasons for seeking to reach 
an understanding with our Palestinian Arab neigh- 
bours without drumming up war scares and talking 
about thousands of dead. Misused historical analo- 
gies do not serve the cause of peace; they. in fact, 
only detract from the strength of the position that 
they are representing. -

The class struggle 
inside communism 


ACCORDING TO the Polish Com- 
munist regime, Solidarity is dead. 
According to the very alive mem- 
bership and leaders,’ it certainly 
won't lie down. The independent 
trade union has maintained its 
branches, however “illegal,” not 
only in Gdansk and Warsaw, but as 
cells in factories throughout the 
country. Its leaders have been per- 
secuted and hounded continuously, 
harassed and fined in the courts, 
given prison sentences without 
charges. Lech Walesa says that one 
third of the former Soldarity leader- 
ship have found refuge in the West, 


one third have been coerced into 


inactivity and only the remaining 
third are still functioning. 

The latest wave of strikes led by 
Solidarity apparently took its pre- 
sent leadership by surprise. The 
youngest elemient of the member- 
ship forced the pace from below. 
The background to this develop- 
ment, it is generally agreed, was the 
increase in the pat of food and 
other essential items of between 40 
and 200 per cent. 

Walesa commented recently: 

“We did not think these spontane- 
peal things would occur — but we 

we would always be with 
the people. So I had no choice, But 


would have been better if the 


Sorcnekt could have matured 
more quietly.” 


OF ALL THE Eastern Bioc coun- 
tries, Poland had been most open 
and consistent with regard to labour 
unrest, which has been hn pri- 
marily by the shortage of consumer 
goods, the rise in food prices and the 
Jow standard of wages. 

After such serious clashes be- 


: tween the workers ad the Commu- 


nist authorities as occurred in 1956 
(in Poznan), 1970 (in Gdynia and 
Szczecin), 1971 {in Lodz) and 1976

the right to strike, a radical conces- 
sion by any Communist regime since 
the death of Lenin. 

From 1982, however, the Polish 
regime has been waging its counter- 
attack, attempting to reimpose clas- 
sic Communist restrictions on the 
country’s labour movement. Party 
and government control of the 12 
million industrial and agricultural 
workers in the now “official” trade 
unions, established in place of Soli- 


darity, has been tightened. 


Having outlawed Solidarity, the 


government response to the present 
strike-wave is to seek parliamentary 


legslation against any form of free 
labour protest, with penalties of im- 
prisonment for one year and more. 

Communist mismanagement dof 
the Polish economy has, as else~ 
where, been charged to the workers. 
Work hours have been increased 
from 40 to 46 weekly, but produc- 
tion has declined. Goods are in 
short supply, housing and health 
conditions have visibly‘deteriorated, 
while the Jaruzelski regime looks to 
the West for international loans and 
financing. 

The West, in turn, has made aid 
conditional on the lifting of repres-

Class ceraaas within a Commu- 
nist regime, therefore, is for a wider 
and more just distribution of profit 
and Joss, and that is precisely what is 
taking place in Poland. 

In a Communist regime, how- 
ever, the class strugpgle is insepara- 
ble from democracy. Nationaliza- 


tion of industry and agriculture is 
not enough and, in fact, without de- 
mocracy, becomes the road to totali- 
tarianism rather than socialism. 


The totalitarian system, whether | 


Communist or Fascist, requries a 
docile and state-controlled trade 
union structure, backed by the usual 
layers of secret police, informers 
and, if necessary, the armed forces. 
In Poland, and in other parts of 
the Communist empire, this struc- 
ture is beginning to topple; either 
overtly or covertly, the class struggle 
within it, intensified by stifling and 
bureaucratic inefficiency, is eating 
away like acid at its foundations. 


SIGNIFICANTLY, the West has 
always been reluctant to exploit this 
“class struggle” within the Eastern 
Bloc. While it has consistently cri- 
tized the lack of democracy in the 
Communist-dominated countries it 
has never, in its propaganda, related 

it to the class struggle. 

It is obvious that the only type of 
democracy the West is prepared to 
champion is capitalistic and not so- 
cialistic. It is no less obvious that the 
‘West is aware that the 
regimes are a form of state capital- 
ism, and prefer to identify their op- 
pressive nature with socialism, just 
as they were eager to conceal the 
capitalist nature of the Nazi re; 

Moreover, by jts unchallenged 
claim at the UN and elsewhere that 
the Eastern Bloc consists of ‘so- 
cialist countries," the USSR has 
done more hann to the image and 
struggle of real socialism than has 
the capitalist West. 

In all probablity, nevertheless, 
successful workers’ revolutions in 
the Eastern Bloc are more likely 
than not to develop in the direction 
of socialist, and ngf capitalist, de- 
mocracy. They wil! at the same time 
Tepresent a challenge to Westen so- 
cial democracy no less than to West- 
ern capitalism. 

The failure of Western social de- 
mocracy is that it could not achieve 
socialism anywhere by the ballot 
box, i.c., without 2 revolutionary 
seizure of the means of production. 
The revointionary socialists of the 
East, bowever, were not able to 
achieve socialism by dictatorship. 

The correct formula, apparently, 
is a synthesis of revolutionary and 
democratic elements. In this re- 
spect, what is taking place in Po- 
land, and for that matter in the en- 
tire Communist system today, is of 
great significance.

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“EVERYONE WANTS to know 
about the cancellations, so let's talk 
about them first,” said Oded Kotler, 
artistic ditector of the Istael Festi- 
val, Jerusalem, which opens tomor- 
row, after the conclusion of 
Shabbat.

This should not be seen as a political 
move, because they are doing other 
productions here ~ Otello and_Cosi 
Fan Tutte. 


“Jazz musician Steve Lacy can- | 


celled because of what's happening 
in the territories. We are suing him 
for breach of contract. Others, such 
as Béjart and Mnouchkine, have 
publicly criticized our government's 
policies, but are coming. So far, the 
Steve Lacy Quartet is the only’ one 
to back out for political reasons. 
“We hope that’s the extent of it, 

but I'm very sensitive to long-dis- 
tance telephone calls these days.” 


WHAT DETERMINED the per- 


formances that are to be presented? - 


Were any specific types off-limits? 

“The general policy is that the 
Israel Festival should take a multi- 
discipline approach; that we should 
present dance, opera, popular and 
classical music, drama — the entire 
range of performance art,” said 
Kotler, who previously beld the post 
of artistic director at the Neveh Tze- 
dek Theatre and at the Haifa Munic- 
ipal Theatre. “While there is no 
general theme that ties all the per- 
formances together, we have con- 
centrated on the concept of the birth 
of the state and the changes that 
have taken place since then.” 

“For example, the Jerusalem 
Symphony Orchestra is —s a 
marathon of 40 years of Israeli mu- 
sic, a combination of the first-gener- 
ation composers and those of today. 
We even commissioned a new: 

- an Oratorio by Yosef Mar-! 
based on the Megillat Ha’atzma'ut.

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The mess in public health 


SICKENING is the word that first comes to the mind when it 
scans what in the not too distant past was counted one of the 
world’s most outstanding public health systems. Sickening, 
and tiresome as well. For current arguments about what is 
ailing the Israel health system are uniformly fresh replays of 
screechy old records. ὺ ‘ 

The State Comptroller's latest annual report, unveiled this 
week, dwells at length on the plight of the more than 40,000 
patients now waiting for their turn in undergoing “elective,” 
that is non-emergency, surgery in one or another of the 
country’s public hospitals. These sick people will not immedi- 
ately die if their operations are put off for even months after 
their performance has been recommended. But the growing 
debijlitation that often results from an inordinately delayed 
Operation may well hasten the advent of death. 

If unwilling to take the risk, and in possession of a little 
fortune, patients may of course arrange for a private opera- 
tion. But not every Israeli family can afford the expense, and 
the fact is that some of the medically neediest patients are also 
the neediest economically. — 

Had Israel been merely another backward land, this lamen- 
table situation could bave been shrugged off as just one of 
those things. But the long lines of waiting patients are dae not 
to the shortage of surgeons, or of operating tables, but to the 
failure of the system to wed qualifed manpower and material 
resources so as to permanently eliminate the lines, to the 
advantage of both doctors and patients. 

The joint warning strike by government and Kupat Holim 
hospital doctors scheduled for next Sunday, the first of its kind 
since the unhappy four-month Jong general doctors’ strike in 
1983, is but another symptom of the growing debilitation of the 
system itself. 

This new strike will, of course, in the short run at least, only 
aggravate the problem of patients awaiting their tum in 
hospitals. 

What, then, can be done to lift the public health system out 
of its sick-bed, without partly privatizing it -- and turning the 
other, poorer part into a system of medical care for the poor ? 
None of the parties to the conflict is saying anything very 
sensible on the subject, and each one is doing its best to put the 
blame for the crisis on the others. 

The tight-fisted finance minister, Moshe Nissim, who con- 
trols the purse strings that determine the fate of the system, 
blames physicians, administrators and hospital workers, and 
needless to say the Histadrut’s Kupat Holim, for the waste that 
he claims causes the delays. Mr. Nissim is in turn accused by 
most everyone else of turning them hostage to the Treasury's
